A new city report that looks at possibilities for le galized street vendin g in Los Angeles outlines three 
different scenarios. 

The choices: a citywide street vending program, specific street vending districts, or a combination of the two 
that lets different communities decide how they want to manage street vending. One other choice? To 
maintain the status quo, which prohibits sidewalk vending in L.A. 

Since last year, city officials have been debating an ordinance to would legalize street vending. Over the past 
several months, city officials held public forums to gather input from residents. That's included in the report, 
filed Wednesday by the city's Chief Legislative Analyst. 

We'll meet at the public entrance at 12:30 and will help direct folks upstairs to our group. Attached and below are 
some of our coalition's talking points, but please feel free to tailor to your organization or group. 

Street vending should only be allowed where there's community support and fully funded, effective 
enforcement to ensure small businesses and vendors who follow the rules can prosper. 

• Adopting best practices from other cities street vending will ensure LA's small biz & street vendors who 
follow the rules can thrive. LA should have vending zones only in commercial areas where 20% of businesses 
have agreed and with permission from the storefront where the vendor wishes to locate. Hours of 
operation, locations, etc. should be regulated. 

• Enforcement must be fully funded and effective: Street vending program should pay for itself and 
enforcement should be available 24/7. Permits, health inspections and other requirements must be enacted 
to protect public health and safety.
